WINNIPEG. Man., Jan. ii.— Thai 
seventy-live laborers were drowned 
when a narge on which they were 
crossing the Frazer river near Fort 
George, B. (J., Saturday, foundered. 
was the word brought here by An­ 
gelo Pugliese, a railway laborer, who 
arrived today and immediately re­ 
ported the catastrophe to the im­ 
migration department. 
Tho laborers were all employed on 
the construction of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway and according to au­ 
thorities, such accidents are always 
kept quiet by the contractors who 
are pushing the work far into the 
interior. 
Pugliese declared that lie and IOO 
others were on the Large crossing the 
river. The craft became unmanage­ 
able and struck a boulder, plunging 
all into the raging 
current. 
The 
strength of the current made swim­ 
ming impossible and the men were 
cither dashed to death on the rocks 
or carried to their doom in the ra p ­ 
ids. 
Of the IOO men only twenty- 
tivo were rescued, according to Pug- 
liese and many of these were inj ir­ 
ed. 
On Iv five bodies were recovered.
